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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-12, 43-54, 85-96 and 127, drawn to a mirror tuning mechanism for a 
high power narrow band, high repetition rate laser light source system line 
narroing unit and method of making the same, classified in class 372, subclass 55. 

II. Claims 13-28, 55-70, and 97-1 12, drawn to a grating structure for a laser system, 
classified in class 372, subclass 102. 

III. Claims 29-34, 71-76, and 113-118, drawn to an optic mounting mechanism for a 
laser system, classified in class 372, subclass 55. 

IV. Claims 35-36, 77-78, and 1 19-120, drawn to grating moung and its tuning 
mechanism for a laser system, classified in class 372, subclass 22. 

V. Claims 37-38, 79-80, and 121-122, drawn to reflector and purge system for a laser 
system, classified in class 372, subclass 99. 

VI. Claims 39-41, 81-83, and 123-125, drawn to a gas supply mechanism for a laser 
system, classified in class 372, subclass 58. 

VII. Claims 42, 84 and 126, drawn to an optical element housing for a laser system, 
classified in class 372, subclass 55. 
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2. Inventions (I-VHI) are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the claimed grating and mirror are not neccesarily required for this gas laser 
system with mirror mounting mechanism The subcombination has separate utility such as solid- 
state laser device.
